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REPORT 


To the Honorable the General Assembly of the State of Rhode Island and 
Providence Plantations, at its January Session, 1916: 


The Commissioners of Inland Fisheries herewith present their 
forty-sixth annual report, for the year 1915, which contains, as 
required by law, data and statistics with respect to the fisheries 
under their jurisdiction and such recommendations as they deem 


expedient. 
MARINE FISHERIES. 


Taken as a whole the branches of the marine fisheries that are under 
the jurisdiction of your Commission have maintained about an 
average yield. Certain of them, however,—notable the ‘‘stub trap”’ 
fishing within the bay and the catch of squiteague—have fallen 
considerably below normal. The catch of lobsters on the contrary 
exceeded that of the previous year by one hundred and seventy 
thousand pounds and this occurred in spite of the increasing demands 
of the past few years upon this industry. Furthermore, as the market 
price was considerably higher, the value of this fishery was almost 
exactly double that of 1914. Tables giving the amount of fish and 
lobsters caught in this State are given in the body of this report and, 
as In previous years, an account of the deep-sea fishing off Newport 
is also given. 


FRESH WATER FISHERIES. 


The increased amount of rain-fall this past year has greatly 
improved the condition of the ponds and streams of the State over 
that of the past two years and they were therefore better adapted for 
the growth and development of the fish with which they were stocked. 
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The number of fishermen was consequently: greatly increased 
since there was prospect of better fishing. In order therefor to 
ensure a more satisfactory enforcement of the fisheries laws a larger 
number of deputies were appointed throughout the State—in fact 
wherever conditions seemed to warrant it—which resulted in an 
increased number of convictions and a better respect for the law 
generally. 

As mentioned many times in previous reports conditions within 
our State with respect to our fresh-water fisheries have greatly 
changed within the past few years. The rapid increase of automo- 
biles and motorcycles and the extension of trolly lines have caused 
a great increase in the number of fishermen and has constituted 
thereby a great drain upon the natural resources of our ponds and 
streams. Previously those portions of our inland waters which were 
easily accessible by road and rail and consequently were excessively 
fished were continually restocked in a natural way from those 
portions of the same water system which were more remote and there- 
fore less fished. Today in our small State the presence of better 
roads and motor vehicles have left no places from which over-fished 
streams may replenish their supply. Indeed, scarcely a stream or 
pond can truly be said to be remote since one or two hours ride is 
sufficient to bring any pond or stream in the State within reach of the 
fisherman’s line. This factor taken in connection with two or three 
dry seasons and extensive deforestation has gone far to deplete our 
streams. Yet on the other hand this same factor has served to 
increase the number and zeal of the fishermen who look eagerly for- 
ward to a pleasant auto trip to some distant place with new scenes 
and a chance to “‘try their luck’”’ on the banks of some stream, new 
or unfamiliar, to them and return with creel well filled with fish. Soon 
these streams which at first teemed with fish are themselves depleted, 
though admirably adapted by nature to support fish life. 

As a result your Commission has received through the mail and 
in person a flood of applications for fish for the various streams and 
ponds throughout the State. The number of these for which fish is 
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desired may be judged from the partial list (given farther along in 
the report) of those which have been stocked by the Commission. 
A great number of these applications must be denied or at most the 
applicant given a small fraction of the consignment desired. The 
chief reason for this lies in the inability of the Commission to obtain 
the fish—sometimes through lack of funds, but more often because 
the fish cannot be obtained. The surrounding states have their own 
hatcheries and the government is able to furnish only a limited number 


—often not the kind or size desired. 


FRESH-WATER HATCHERY. 


_ These considerations have led your Commission, for the past two 
years to seriously consider the advisability of constructing a small 
fresh-water hatchery as the best means of supplying this growing need 
of our State. A need which is not confined to the sportsman alone, 
but to every individual in our State who enjoys a day’s outing on the 
banks of one of our beautiful streams or ponds with the pleasure and 
satisfaction of catching a good mess of fish. At a moderate initial 
outlay sufficient to cover the purchase of the site and the construction 
of artificial ponds. a hatchery suitable for our needs could be built. 
A location could be obtained close to our present marine hatchery 
at Wickford which would enable us to use—to a great extent—the 
men already employed there. Then at a small annual expenditure 
many times the number of fish which we can now supply would be 
available for the waters of our State. 


Fish PonpDs ON THE FARM. 


Another feature which your Commission has in mind in connection 
with the proposed fish hatchery is the maintenance of a model fish 
pond such as could be constructed upon any farm at moderate cost 
and at practically no cost of upkeep. There is scarcely a farm in our 
State which does not possess some natural pond which could be made 
productive or some marsh or lowland in which a pond suitable for

raising fish could be built at slight cost. The possibilities of small 
fish ponds as sources of food—although well known and greatly 
developed in other countries—has until recently received little 
attention in this country. Our great natural resources have no 
doubt been responsible for this, but the increase in population 
with its consequent great drain upon these resources has brought a 
greater demand for more careful development of the latent possibili- 
ties. In our modern civilization our aquatic resources have been the 
last to be developed and yet it can be readily proven that there is 
scarcely any industry from which greater returns can be obtained at 
as slight acost. It is not the intention of this Commission to advocate 
the raising of fish for commercial purposes in such a State as ours with 
its great marine fisheries—although this is within the bounds of 
possibility—but the raising of fish in private ponds for home con- 
sumption is perfectly feasible and the convenient food supply thus 
obtained will easily justify the expense of construction and mainte- 
nance. Furthermore, these ponds, constructed primarily for raising 
fish, would be valuable in a number of other ways. Their mere 
development from unsightly and valuless waste lands would be an 
asset in itself. Add to this a possible supply of ice, convenient place 
for watering stock, improvement of surrounding lowlands by drainage, 
and similar uses which will come to the mind of anyone, and they 
will be sufficient to warrant taking up the matter seriously. 

The work of the Commission in 1915 followed the usual lines as 
outlined below, more detailed statements will be found in the body 
of the report. 


The stocking of fresh-water ponds and streams. 

The enforcement of the laws relating to fresh-water fishes. 

The purchase of egg-bearing lobsters. 

The employment of deputies to enforce the lobster laws. 

The granting of licenses to catch lobsters. 

The rearing of lobsters to the bottom-seeking stage. 

The gathering of data and statistics with respect to the food-fishes. 

The coéperation with fisheries authorities of neighboring states and 
abroad.

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STOCKING FRESH-WATER PONDS AND STREAMS. 
Brook Trovt. 


A number of the applications for brook trout which were received 
by your Commission in 1915 have, up to the present time, remained 
unfilled. This was largely due to the fact that the American Fish 
Culture Company, from whom the Commission has obtained their 
trout in the past, was unable to furnish fish of a satisfactory size. 
It is hoped, however, to fill a large portion of these orders in the early 
part of this year. An increased amount of rain-fall this past year 
has put the ponds and streams in a much more satisfactory condition 
than they have been for the past two or three years. 


Buack Bass. 


A small consignment of black bass was received this past year from 
the United States Bureau of Fisheries. This lot, together with a 
number of young which were obtained from a small breeding pond 
in the southern part of the State, was distributed in suitable waters 
by your Commissioners. The supply while it was all that could be 
secured was entirely inadequate to supply the needs of our State 
waters. Your Commission feels that steps should be taken at once 
to insure a much greater supply of this valuable food and game fish. 


STAFFORD’S POND. 


During the past season complaints were brought in to the Commis- 
sion that fish of an illegal size were being taken from Stafford’s 
Pond in Newport County. An investigation was made and in the 
investigation it was discovered that there were in this body of 
water large numbers of small bass ranging from five to eight inches 
in length. As this pond was quite removed from thickly settled 
lands and good highways, our deputies found it very inconvenient 
to enforce the law. Owing to this fact and also bearing in mind that 
this large number of bass if made available for the use of the State 
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would be a very valuable acquirement, your Commission considered 
in open meeting the advisability of closing this pond for a period of 
three years to all fishing. This action was carried into effect and 
the pond is now and will be for the above period used as a reserve. 
It is the intention of your Commission to restock many inland waters 


with fish from this pond. 


BLUEGILLED SUNFISH. 


The experimental work in the propagation of the Ohio bluegill has 
brought satisfactory results. It has been demonstrated that this 
species can be easily propagated in our waters and the young will 
make very rapid growth. Young fish which were hatched in our 
experimental pond during May attained a length of one and one-half 
to two inches during the season. With proper hatching and rearing 
ponds the propagation of this valuable food fish would undoubtedly 
result in most satisfactory returns. 


WHITE PERCH. 


A number of adult white perch of good size were obtained in the 
latter part of the fall from fish nets in Warren River and were dis- 
tributed in suitable ponds. It is hoped another year to be able 


to greatly extend this work.

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THE COLLECTION OF DATA AND STATISTICS RELATING 
TO THE COMMERCIAL FISHERIES. 


As mentioned in previous reports, every effort has been made to 
make this branch of the Commission’s work reliable and trustworthy, 
but the absence of laws making returns compulsory has prevented 
us from making this data as complete as might be desired. 


GENERAL CONDITIONS OF THE FISHERIES IN 1915. 


Practically all branches of the fisheries were equally poor in 1915. 
About the only noteworthy exception to this was the catch of lobsters 
in which there was a considerable gain. 

“Stub trap”’ fishing within the Bay was extremely poor, although 
some very large catches of butterfish were made late in the fall. 

Hand-lining was not exceptionally poor. Tautog were quite 
plentiful and the usual fishing up the Bay was about average. 

Bluefish on the contrary were notably scarce, as were also sword- 
fish and tuna. 

The following tables of the shipments of sea products from Newport 
are submitted as heretofore. The number of barrels of fish shipped 
in 1915 was considerably less than it was in 1914, although about 
equal to that of 1913.

THe Lopster INDUSTRY. 


The total amount of lobsters caught in Rhode Island waters in 
1915 was 1,203,089 pounds, or nearly 200,000 pounds more than in 
1914. Furthermore, the price was quite high, which made the value 
of the catch nearly double what it was in 1914. The number of 
undersized lobsters present in our waters was again reported by the 
lobstermen as very large. 


The following tables have been compiled from data furnished by 
William T. Luth, Chief Deputy under the Lobster Law. At the 
conclusion of these a list of the licensed lobstermen is given as 
prescribed by law.

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DEEP WATER FISHING OFF NEWPORT IN 1915. 


The catch of fish in the deep water off Newport was considerably 
below that of 1914. There were however some rather large catches of 
mackerel and about an average quantity of scup. The deep water 
traps were put down about the first week in April and were retained 
until the first of July. 


Scup (Stenotomus chrysops).—The first scup of the season in 
Rhode Island waters was caught on April 18th, and as usual came from 
Point Judith. This was ten days earlier than in 1914. On April 


28th the catch had increased from single specimens to barrel quanti-

ties. By May 10th the empounding had begun and the large catches 
continued until about June 5th. Three weeks later, June 25th, the 
‘yun’? had ended and the traps were being taken up. (See Table 
VIII for a record of the run of scup for the past five years.) 


MackereL (Scomber scombrus).—Mackerel appeared on our 
shore this past year about two weeks later than usual. The first 
ones were caught in Rhode Island on May 7th. On May 14th a 
very large catch of mackerel was made near Block Island. May 
26th however was the record day for shipments from Newport. 
One boat alone brought in 20,000. The season’s catch while about 
normal was considerably below that of 1914 as the catch in that year 
was abnormally large. The period of greatest abundance was from 
May 14th to June 16th. On this latter date tinker mackerel 
appeared. (See Table IX for a record of the run of mackerel for 
the past five years.) 


ButtTerFriso (Poronotus tricanthus).—April 19th a single large 
specimen, the first catch of the season was taken off Third Beach, 
Newport. Butterfish were quite plentiful throughout the summer 
and late in the fall some unusually large catches were made well up 
the Bay. 


SrripED Bass (Roccus lineatus) were first taken on April 29th, 
near Price’s Neck. Occasional good catches were made throughout 
the summer, but the total amount was under normal. 


Sea Ropins (Prionotus Carolinus) were first displayed in the 
markets on April 13th. The catch after this increased steadily, but 
the amount was never large. 


Four tuna, the first of the season, were caught off Price’s Neck on 
June 28th. 


The first reported catch of the various marketable fish in the traps 
off Newport is given in Table X.

Tuna FISHING. 


Owing to an unexplained absence of small bait fish in Block Island 
waters during the past season, the fishing for tuna as well as for blue 
fish, mackerel and other surface feeding fishes has been the poorest 
for many years. The local handline fishermen have reported very 
light catches. 

Notwithstanding these adverse conditions much interest has been 
maintained in the activities of the Atlantic Tuna Club. A very 
desirable cottage, centrally and beautifully located upon the bluffs 
near the Old Harbor, has been rented and used for a club house. 
These accommodations have been available to all members of the club 
and have been much appreciated. The club trophy, a beautiful 
solid silver cup, costing several hundred dollars, which was presented 
to the club by one of its members was won by Mr. W. B. Thompson, 
of Long Island, for the largest specimen taken under club specifica- 
tions pertaining to rod and reel fishing. With the return of normal 
conditions much interest among sportsmen will undoubtedly follow 
and substantial increases will be shown in the earnings of hotels, 


boatmen and dealers in supplies upon the Island.

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ENFORCEMENT OF STATE LAWS. 


For the enforcement of the State fishery laws under their jurisdic- 
tion your Commission employed in 1915 four deputies for the enforce- 
two for the entire year and two additional 


ment of the lobster laws 
ones stationed at Block Island during the open season—and thirty- 
nine deputies employed in various sections of the State to enforce the 
laws relating to fresh water fishes. These latter serve without 
compensation and an attempt is made to employ only those who live 
in close proximity to the various ponds and streams and who have 
the interests of the fisheries at heart.

TRAWLING. 


It devolved upon your Commission to proceed in the enforcement 
of the law passed at the last session of your Honorable Body against 
otter or beam trawling by non-residents. This law reads as follows:— 


““No person, except he be a citizen of this State, shall take any 
fish with any kind of beam or auto trawl or set any beam or auto 
trawl for the purpose of taking any fish therewith, from the public 
waters of this State, and no person shall take any fish by such means 
from the State waters adjacent to New Shoreham, and every person 
violating any provision of this section shall be fined fifty dollars for 
each offence, one-half to use of the complainant and the other half 
to use of the State, or be imprisoned not exceeding twenty days, or 
both, in the discretion of the court.”’ ‘ 
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The use of the word “citizen”? made the enforcement of this law 
very difficult. During the month of September the attention of the 
Commission was called to the alleged violation of this law in waters 
adjacent to Watch Hill Point. Our deputies immediately investi- 
gated and made an arrest. The man trawling was fined $50.00 and 
costs. This example did not restrict the non-resident trawling. On 
the contrary within a very short time the number of trawlers had 
increased. Upon investigation it was discoverd that about one 
dozen residents of a Connecticut town had for a time severed their 
legal residence in their own town and had registered in the town of 
Westerly. Legal advice from the Attorney General induced the 
Commission to withhold any further activity in this line for the 
present. Your Commission is of the opinion that the word “‘citizen”’ 
in this law will always make trouble of this character. 


CO-OPERATION WITH FISHERIES AUTHORITIES. 


At the meeting of the American Fisheries Society, presided over 
by a member of your Commission important action was taken along 
various lines looking toward greater efficiency in State fishery boards. 
Two members of the Rhode Island Commission were elected to 
important positions—treasurer and member of an important com- 
mittee. The subject of the introduction of the Pacific salmon and 
Pacific shad into Eastern waters was given considerable attention. 
Large consignments of these fish and also the large sea crab of the 
Pacific coast will probably be introduced into New England waters in 
the coming year. Your Commission hopes to have a portion of 
these for introduction into such waters as are deemed suitable. 

Four members of your Commission and the Superintendent of the 
Hatchery represented this State at Woods Hole, Massachusetts, 
on July 12th, at a conference called by the Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor. Delegates were present from Maine, New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New York and New 
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Jersey, appointed by the Governors of the various states, and in- 
cluded representative fishermen, dealers, scientists, State and national 


officials. The following resolutions were adopted :— 


“WHEREAS, this convention fully recognizes the fact that the 
pioneer efforts of the United States Bureau of Fisheries in restraining 
the short-sighted practices of fishermen and others in destroying 
the eggs of the lobster have been well devised, economically adminis- 
tered and beyond question have resulted in vast benefits not alone 
to the fishermen themselves, but also to the consuming public; and 


WHEREAS, the unwise methods of exploiting the lobster fishery, 
which have resulted from the constantly increasing public demand for 
the lobster as food, has led to such an unmistakable and alarming 
decrease in the sources of supply, which must shortly menace the 
best interests of fishermen, dealers and the public of the entire 
United States and of the Canadian Provinces; and 


WHEREAS, we are of the opinion that ane Bureau of Fisheries is, 
by training and experience, amply competent to deal with this great 
problem if supported by Congress and the people, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we hereby express our unqualified confidence in the 
Bureau of Fisheries and urge the public necessity of checking the 
enormous economic waste now existing, particularly in the destruction 
of lobster eggs and of lobsters below and above the optimum market 
size, the avoidable loss both in capture and in transportation, the 
unfair practices in interstate shipments, and the insanitary methods 
of marketing lobster meat; and be it further 

Resolved, That the delegates to this convention pledge support 
in securing from Congress the federal legislation and appropriations 
essential for adequately extending the work to the required activities 
relating to consideration and adoption of improved practices necessary 
for 


A. A greater annual natural production of lobster eggs; and 

B. The rearing of a greater number of young from the eggs 
naturally produced. 

We are of the opinion that a union of public effort is necessary for 
securing progress in increasing the annual production of lobsters 
through extending the efforts for:— 

1. Salvage of eggs. 

2. Rearing the young for such a period and by such methods as 
may best minimize the natural destruction during the swimming 
period. 

3. Protection of the adults, male and female, above and below 
the optimum market size (the so-called ‘‘ double gauge) ; 
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4. Measurements made on the carapace, thus minimizing the 
personal equation in legal measurements. 


5. Licensing all lobster fishermen and dealers for the purpose of 
securing facile enforcement of laws. 


6. State regulation of methods of capture and possession, and 
federal regulation relative to interestate shipment. 


7. Setting aside suitable places for breeding purposes, upon which 
fishing is regulated. 


And be it further 


Resolved, That a copy of this resolution be sent to the Honorable the 
Secretary of Commerce, and to the Honorable Commissioner of 
Fisheries at Washington, and to their Excellencies the Governors 
of all the States of the Union, with the request that this be given 
consideration at the Conference of Governors soon to be held at 
Boston, Mass.”’ 


Your Commission desires in this connection to acknowledge the 
many courtesies extended to the president and members of your 
Commission by the United States Bureau of Fisheries.

Physical and biological records of various kinds have been con- 
tinued at the Wickford Hatchery and Experiment Station. 


AN EXHIBIT AT KINGSTON FAIR. 


An exhibit of marine and fresh water fishes was given as usual 
at the Washington County Fair at Kingston. Over two hundred fish, 
including twenty-six different species were kept alive in the glass 
aquarium tanks during the days of the fair and were viewed by the 


usual crowds. 


PROPAGATION OF LOBSTERS AT WICKFORD. 


Your Commission has continued its propagation of the lobster 
at the Wickford Hatchery and Experiment Station along the same 
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lines as in former years with the usual amount of success. The rearing 
season opened on May 20th with a good lot of ripe egg lobsters and 
for a short time the cars filled up rapdily. However the season as 
quickly slacked off in the latter part of July. Operations however 
were continued through the first part of August, although the amount 
of lobsters on hand was small The sudden closing of the latter part 
of the season put a damper on our hopes of rearing a million young 
lobsters to the bottom stage, although we equalled our last year’s 
output. 

No changes of marked importance were made this past year. A 
few improvements in mechanical details have still further insured 
a continuance of power and considerably lessened the chances of a 
serious breakdown. Chief among these was an improvement along 
original lines in the central gear boxes on each raft which will greatly 
lessen the amount of care and lengthen the life of this important 
part of the gearing. Another troublesome factor was eliminated by 
the use of an angle-iron at the top of each corner post of the rearing 
cars to hold them up. ‘This will prevent strong tides from “cutting 
’ especially when the cars are heavy at the end of the 
season. Another unit of four rearing cars was added at the stern 
of the house-boat. This makes a total of fifty-two (52) cars and 
will doubtless be the limit in number of cars which can be safely 
run with our present equipment (3 H. P. engine.)
